Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's attorney requested clarification regarding, for example, 
the rejection over Zhang (WO 95/35390) with the references of Harvey and Collis, as to whether the rejection was 
intended as a 103 rejection. The examiner indicated that the references of Harvey and Collis were used to evidence 
that the masking agents set forth in the claims are inherently present in the sample taught by Zhang. The examiner 
indicated that the instant specification showed that adding certain concentrations of Guanidine and EDTA provided for 
suppression of the claimed masking agents and therefore the effects of adding such reagents, for example in the 
method of Zhang, necessarily followed. The examiner suggested amending the independent claims to recite 
concentrations for the divalent methal chelator and the chelator enhanding component which are taught in the instant 
specification but not taught by Zhang, or the other prior art references of record, to advance prosecution . 
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
